The  letters,  he  said,  are 
not  intended  to  voice  indignation,  but 
to  explain  the  situation  at  the  root 
of  the  difficulty. 

The  committee  recognizes  that  the 
recent  difficulty  is  not  the  only  rea- 
son for  agitation  for  a new  gym,  the 
need  being  long  felt.  However,  it  was 
thought  that  such  a movement  could 
best  be  instituted  at  this  ime  when 
the  inadequacy  of  the  university  facili- 
ies  is  more  keenly  sensed.

Reverberations  continued  to  stir 
the  campus  late  this  week  as  hundreds 
of  students  nursed  indignation  over 
inability  to  secure  fast-selling  tickets 
to  the  current  Y-Aggie  basketball 
series  and  administration  officials 
calmly  made  explanations. 

More  than  a hundred  students  were 
still  in  line  early  Wednesday  morn- 
ing when  the  ticket  sale  had  been  ex- 
hausted, and  a great  many  more  were 
said  to  be  disappointed  at  the  sellout 
before  they  had  made  reservations. 

Allegations  that  ticket  sale  was 
discriminatory  against  students  were 
met  by  Treasurer  E.  H.  Holt,  who 
declared  that  the  entire  east  end,  the 
south  side  with  the  exception  of 
complimentary  tickets,  and  the  en- 
tire west  end  were  held  for  students 
and  faculty. 

“Such  crises  will  arise  occasion- 
ally,” said , President  Harris,  “but 
all  in  all  our  housing  facilities  are 
adequate. 

“The  fact  that  the  student  body  is 
$10,000  in  debt  is  difficult  to  recon- 
cile with  the  demand  that  student 
functions  should  be  free  or  relative- 
ly free  to  students.  The  bills  must 
be  paid,”  he  explained.

A cradle  board  fashioned  from 
buckskin,  twigs,  and  beads,  made  by 
Chipeta,  squaw  of  chief  Ouray,  and 
heroine  of  the  Meeker  massacre  has 
been  presented  to  the  B.  Y.  U.  by  W.

Chipeta  saved  the  lives  of  many 
white  people  on  two  different  occas- 
ions. At  one  time  when  there  was  ag- 
itation for  an  Indian  uprising  in  Col- 
orado, Chipeta  swam  the  Gunnison 
river  on  a horse  to  carry  word  to  the 
white  settlers  of  the  impending  dang- 
er. 

During  the  Meeker  massacre  in 
Colorado  in  1879  she  rode  a horse  for 
three  days  and  nights  to  reach  the 
scene  of  the  massacre,  where  she 
hoped  to  save  the  captive  white  wo- 
men. Chipeta  took  the  women  to  her 
home  and  cared  for  them  until  aid 
came.

DAVIS  CLUB  LEADS 
IN  COMPARISON  OF 
FALL  SCHOLARSHIP 


Social  Unit  Group  With  11.9 
Points  Tops  Club  Rec- 
ord of  10.4 


A compilation  of  scholarship  rat- 
ings of  campus  geographical  and  sub- 
ject-ma,tter  clubs  this  week  reveals 
the  Davis  club  in  the  lead  with  the 
Debating  club  a dose  second.  Cana- 
dian, Y Journalists,  and  Yeshara  clubs 
are  .practically  tied  for  third  place 
honors. 

This  information  is  contained  in  a 
report  issued  by  Professor  A.  Rex 
Johnson,  chairman  of  student  activi- 
ties. A similar  compilation,  giving 
standings  of  social  units  and  honorary 
organizations,  was  published  in  the  Y 
News  of  Jan.  24, 

Comparing  average  standing  of 
groups  in  the  two  lists  published,  it  is 
found  that  the  social  unit  group  aver- 
age of  11.9  points  leads  the  second 
group’s  average  of  10.4.  That  the  so- 
cial units  have  the  edge  is  further  at- 
tested by  the  fact  that  each  of  the 
three  leading  units  and  fraternities  had 
a higher  number  of  points  than  the 
Davis  club,  which  easily  tops  the 
second  list. 

Although  two  geographical  clubs 
head  this  second  list,  geographical 
clubs,  as  a whole  have  a low  scholas- 
tic standing.  Two-thirds  of  the  clubs 
are  found  in  the  lower  half  of  the  list. 

In  the  scoririg  of  the  grades,  A 
counfed  one  and  one-half  points;  B, 
one  point;  C,  nothing;  and  D and  be- 
low minus  one.  Students  earpying  le.ss 
than  ten  hours  of  work  were  eliminat- 
ed from  the  computation.

This  committee 
was  elected  at  the  senior  class  meet- 
ings held  last  Monday  in  the  little 
theater. 
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LET’S  LEARN  THE  FACTS! 

Most  of  the  rumor  and  uncertainty  which  flooded  the  campus 
with  the  agitation  which,  flared  this  week  is  not  complimentary  to 
us  as  college  students  and  is  attributable  to  an  unwillingness  to  in- 
vestigate, a failure  to  learn  the  facts.  Regardless  of  how  incensed  we 
may  have  felt  at  not  being  able  to  blurt  out  our  indignation  or 
spread  unfounded  rumor.  The  facts  were  easily  accessible,  the  ad- 
ministration is  cooperative — why  did  we  not  react  in  a manner  be- 
fitting our  rank? 

This  is  not  an  attempt  to  whitewash  the  complaint.  The  stu- 
dent body  had  cause  to  protest.  Tickets  were  put  on  sale  two  hours 
earlier  than  advertised.  Tickets  for  townspeople  were  sold  prior  to 
the  student  tickets.  The  number  of  student  tickets  was  reduced  and 
no  attempt  was  made  to  distribute  the  tickets  among  the  students 
who  desired  them.  These  are  the  obvious  circumstances  and  should 
have  been  guarded  against. 

But  these  facts — the  other  side  of  the  situation — were  either  mis- 
represented or  overlooked  by  us  students.  (1)  Approximately  1000 
students  will  be  able  to  see  the  game.  A total  of  400  reserved  seat 
tickets  were  sold;  500  can  be  jammed  into  the  west  end  free  ad- 
mission section,  and  another  hundred  will  find  standing  room.  (2) 
Even  though  all  seats  were  reserved  for  students,  the  entire  stu- 
dent body  could  not  be  crammed  into  our  peanut-sized  gym.  (3)  Stu- 
dent tickets  were(  not  exhausted  for  previous  series,  making  it  im- 
possible to  guage  accurately  student  demand  for  this  series  before 
placing  the  tickets  on  sale.  (4)  Townspeople  andi  alumni,  who  help 
support  the  athletic  program  and  who  will  be  called  upon  eventually 
to  donate  towards  construction  of  a new  gym,  must  be  accomodated 
to  some  extent. 

Reactions  of  this  sort  denote  a condition  of  student  body  health. 
And  if  there  is  no  disgraceful,  uncalled-for  demonstration  at  the 
doors  tonight,  this  protest  will  be  productive  of  good.  It  has  already 
furnished  a graphic  demonstration  of  the  urgent  need  of  a new, 
larger  gymnasium  and  affirmed  the  necessity  of  well-planned,  con- 
siderate administration  of  student  activities. 

Ours  is  a democratic  student  body  government  and  it  is  our 
prerogative  to  boldly  defend  our  rights  and  protect  our  interests. 
But  hasty,  ill-planned  action  is  useless.  Demonstrations  to  be 
constructive  must  be  organized  and  orderly.  If  a student  cause  is 
just,  let’s  further  it  zealously.  But  first,  let’s  he  sure  we  know  the 
facts !
